CHICAGO, May 6.—The Presby- 
terilan General Assembly, which 
convenes at Indianapolis the i7th 
inst., will have many absorbing 
topics to digpose of. First in im- 
portance isthe question of wheth- 
er William Jennings Bryan will be 
able to. muster enough votes to 
make him the moderator. 

.Many of the church leaders were 
disturbed last year at the General 
Assembly meeting tn Des Moines 
when word came that Mr. Bryan 
was en route to the assembly with 


bonnet. It was found, however, 
that Mr. Bryan could not be ciect- 
ed because he was not a duly-elect- 
ed commissioner.

France and Germany face eacl oiler as 
determinedly in the present “black” war 
as they did while the World War was in 
progress; but the situations are changed. 
Now it is the French who are attacking 
and the Germans resisting.

While the German government addresses 
compromise proposals to the former allies 
of France, the people are becoming more 
ombittered in their resistance. On the ist 
of May the workers throughout Germany 
held parades to celebrate the success of 
their passive resistance {n the territory oc- 
cupied by the French. They are not work- 
ing for the hated enemy, and the French 
have made but scant progress in operat- 
ing the Ruhr industries. The thousands of 
workers and their families, expelled by the 
French from the Ruhr, have found homes 
in other parts of Germany; and they are 
conducting a personal propaganda. with a 
across the Rhine. 

Little could be gained by a discussion of 
the terms of the German proposal. Wheth 
er they are fair or unfair is a matter of 
opinion. The amount is ‘less than the 
French had a right to expect under the 
Treaty of Versailles; and it is doubtful 
whether the plan set forth for raising a 
German loan could be carried into effect. 

How Germany can solve her industrial 
problem remains a mystery. She has a 
population of 15,000,000 more than she can 
feed from the products raised on: German 
soil; and she has no money and credit. 
The French are aware of this condition 
and they are determined to make the most 
of it. They will treat with the Gernians 
only. They will not submit disputed points 
to neutrals and are seeking no = friendly 
counsel. Germany has only land. That the 
Seay are willing to accept, but the Ger- 
mahs.are not willing to give. 

The French attitude toward this country 
is that our government failed to ratify the 
Treaty of Versailles and the three-power 
pact among England, France and the Unit- 
ed States; and, having falled to give them 
official aid in any form, tts advice as to the 
course France should pursue is not desired. 
If the positions were reversed wa should 
be very likely to take a like attitude, 

Peaceful settlements of international] dis- 
putes made no progress in Europe by rea- 
son of the World War. The sword remains 


fust as it has been for 1000 years. The 
stronger forces its will on the weaker and 
is mot deterred by sentimentality or con- 
scientions scruples. Just now the French 
are the stronger and they are taking full 
advantage of their superior position. 

The rest of the world looks on, and Its 
forced regretfully to take the attitude that, 
if the French and Germans are bent upon 
mutual destruction, it is their own affair. 
Russia dropped out of the concert of na- 
tions; and the band played on., If France 
and Germany are minded to fight the war 
over again the rest of the nations must do 
the best they can to prevent the fire from 
spreading. 


HE CHESTER CONCESSION ; 
Through the concessions received by 
his company from the Turkish government 
at Anatolia Admiral Chester has 
become internationally known. Protests 
have been made by the French Ambassa- 
dor at Washington and the British Ambas- 
sador has been making some polite inqui- 
ries. 

American co-operation is devoutly de- 
sired by those Buropean diplomats, but not 
in the Chester way. The. Near East has 
always been @ fruitful field for exploitation 
by the financial and industrial groups in 
London, Paris and Berlin; always covering 
themselves with the flags of their respec- 
tive countries. Those interests view with 
alarm the encroachments of American cap- 
italiste on the private preserve. 

So they have gone to their governments 
with thefr protests, just as they have al- 
ways done when any form of interference 
disturbed them. There is no denying the 
fact that the western investors, backed by 
their governments, have been in the habit 
of bullying the Turks and that they have 
found it a profitable business. 

But they place their governments in 
rather a delicate position when they de 
mand of them that -they shali drive the 
Americans out of purely Turkish territory, 
Americans, especially when they happen to 
be retired admirals or to bear the magic 
name of Roosevelt, are not accustomed to 
being bullied. They hold that they have 
as much right in ‘Turkey as Englishmen or 
Frenchmen and they Idok to thelr govern 
ment to back their contention. 7 

As both sides are looking to their gov- 
ernments for support, the Chester conces- 
sion assumes an international character. 
The American government is not accus- 
tomed to concern itself in the private busi- 
ness ventures of American citizens in for- 
countries. They nftke such invest- 
ments at their own risk and peril. If they 
win they do not divide their profits with 
the government, except in the form of an 
income tax; and it is not part of the duty 
of the government to assume a part of 
their risk. 

But when the question of unjust dis- 
crimination arises the government cannot 
honorably avoid concern. If the British 
and French governments make it their 
business to drive American investors out 
of neutral territory, while they protect thelr 
own nationals, the national honor {s in-

INDUSTRY IN WORLD 


American Strategy Behind 


Characterized by Georges Clem- 
enceau, former Prime Minister of 
France, as “the first and most au- 
thoritative contribution” to a great 
phase of history, “Industrial Amer- 
fea in the World War,” by Gros 
venor B. Clarkson, who was di- 
rector of the United States Coun- 
cil of National Defense, will be is 
sued this week by Houghton Mit 
fllin Compapy. The subtitle of the 
book is “The Strategy Behind the 
Line, 1917-18." The history is 
scribed Sy the publishers as 
untold tate of the war.

“Mr. Clarkson {ts right; the men

Mr. Clarkson quotes Field Mar 
thal Von Hindenburg as follows: 

“Her [America’s] brilliant, if 


the service of patriotism end had 
not failed it. Under the compul- 
sion of military necessity a ruth- 
less autocracy was at work, and 
rightly, even in this land at the 
portals of which the Statue of 
Liberty flashes its blinding light 
across the seas. They understood 
war.” . 

In referring to the uncertainty, 
both in Congress and In the War 
Department, as to* America’s spe- 
cific role In the war, even after we 
were already in, it is related that 
the Secretary of War &ppeared be- 
fore the Senate Appropriations 
Committee to ask for a lump sum 
appropriation for raising and train-| 
ing troops. On hearing the estt-| 
mates the committee chairman 
ejaculated, “My God!

In tlumining the critical 
through the fall of 1917 and the 
winter of 1918 the history makes 
vivid excerpts from the diary of 
Bernard M. Baruch.

Much feminine loveliness is re- 
vealed in the scenes where Simon- 
etta is supposed to pose for the 
painting of “The Birth of Venus.” 
Mrs. Muriel Stryker ts the star, and 
there is a supporting cast of attrac- 
tive costumed girls, reputedly from 
“The Follies.” The dance episode 
is draggy, but the rest is interest- 
ing to anyone seeking something 
of auality. 

There's no doubt that. “The 
Ne’er Do V/2ll" relies on all the 
hokum that comes out of the old 
studio barrel. Even to the place 
where the hero is fasely accused 
murder the pluperfect ex- 
ample of what colncidence can do. 

If & doesn’t worry you to see 
the old, old situations, decorated 
with a fresh coat of paint or two, 
and with a new set of tenants in- 
stalled as actors in the plot, why 
you'll probably be more than 
pleased with “The Née’er-Do-Well,”’ 
Rex Beach's somewhat antique 
but still equable thriller. The di- 
rection is smooth and reserved, and 
Thomas Meighan is the star, and 
there is a scenic quality to the 
photography that lifts an other- 
wise commonplace story out of the | 
rut of the familiar.

The norma) reaction of the biood 
and the fluid which bathes all the 
cells of the body (the lymph) is 
slightly alkaline, and probably 
never becomes actually acid in life.
